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roconfidein, And by taking into W hice-hall ſuch a Guard 
for your ſelſe, as gave juſt cauſe of jealonſie ro the Parlia- 
ment ; and of terrour and offence to yourpeople. Wee 
ſceke nothing bur your Majefties Honour, and the peace 


and proſperity of your Kingdomes. And weare heartily 


ſorry wee have ſich plentifull matter of an anſwer to that 
queſtion, whether you had violated our Lawes ? Wee be- 
ſeech your Majeſty ro remember that the governement of 
this Kingdame as it was ina great pare mannaged by your 
Miniſters before the beginning of this Parliament,confiſted 
of many. continued and multiplied Atts of yiolation of 
Lawes,, the wcunds whereot were ſcarcely healed, wherl 
the extremity of all theſe victations , was far exceededby 
the late ſtrange and unheard of breach of our Lawes in the 


accuſation of the Lord Ki#»bs/tor, and the five Members of 


the Commons Houſe and in the proceedings thereupon - 
for which we have yetreceived no full ſatisfaction, 


Toyour Majeſties next queſtion, Whether you had de- 
nied any Bill fer the caſe and ſecurity of your Subjects, wee 
wiſh we could ſtopin the midſt of curanſwer ; that with 
much chankfulnefle we acknowledg that your Majeſty hath 
paſt-many good Bils full of contentment, and advantage to 
your people: But Truth and Neceflity enforcerh us roadde 
this, Thatevenin or about the time of paſling thoſe Bills, 
ſome defigne or other had beene afoot, which if ir had ta- 


keneffe& , wonld not only have deprived us of the fruit of 


thoſe Bils,. hut[haye reduced us to a worſe condition of 
confuſion then that wherein the Par/;arment found us. 


- Andifyour Majeſtyhadasked us thethird queſtion inti- 
mated. in that ſpeech, what we had done for your ſelfe, orr 
anſwer 
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' anſwer would have been much more eaſte, Thar we have 


paid ewo Armies wherewith the Kingdome was bur thened 
laſt yeare ; and hyve undergene the charge of the w arre in 
trilandart this time-; when threugh many other exceſſive 
charges and preſſures, whereby your Subjects have bin ex- 
Fauſted; and the ſtecke of rhe Kingdome very much dimi- 
niſhed ; which great miſchiefes, and the charges chereupon 
enſuing, have been occaſioned by the evil Counſels ſo pow- 

erful wich your Majeſty, which have and wil coſt this King-: 
_ dome more then ewo millions; all which in Juſtice onghe 

ro have been borne by your Majeſty. 


As for tharfree and generall pardon your Majeſty hath 
been pleaſed to offer, it can be no ſecurity to our feares and 
fealoufies;for which your Majeſty ſeemes topropoundit ; 
becauſe rhey ariſe nor trom any guilt okour owne aftions, 
but from'theevill defignes and atrempts of others. 


To this our humble anſwer to that ſpeech, wee deſireto 
addeaninformation which we lately received fr m the De- 

ty governour of the Merchant adventurers at Ro# fterdam 
m Holland, That an unknown perfon appertaining to the 
Zord Digby did-tately ſollicite one Tawes Henly a Mariner to 
goe tO'Zlſerore, and co take charge ofa ſhip in thefleer of 
the King of Denwmarke there prepared, which he fhon)d con- 
dutt ro Hull : In which fleet likewiſe he ſaid a great Armie 
was to be tranſported. And alrhough we arenor apt to give 
credit to informattons of this nature, yer we cannot alto- 
getherthinke ir fit tobe neglected, bur thatir mayjuſtly ad 
ſomewhat ro the weight of our feares and jealouſies , con- 
 fidering with what circumſtances it is accompanied of the
